river been so high as at the present 

time, aiul tho w.-itor is stilT rising. Hun- 
dreds of men were at work all niplit 
and today trying to prt vi'nt the floods 
crossing the street road. A great line 
of bri astworks has been thrown np all 
along the road. 

At 4 o'clock Sunday morning a gen- 
eral alarm was turned In - a warning 
that the danger point bad l)(v»n rciu hod. 
Tne Capitol wagon works plant is now 
entirely snrronnded with the flood, the 
basement and lower floors boing inun- 
dated. The furniture factoncH are in 
almorit as bad shape, and all that can 
be seen of the fair grounds is the upper 
portion of the buildings. Most of 
Ionia's manufacturing concernw iire lo- 
cated on what is known as the "flats," 
which have heretoCora bean oooiidand 
safe ground. 

The bed of the river lies at least half 
a mile away, but the whole country for 
miles ia now a raging, ruMhiug torrent. 
The bridgeH at that point are all in 
)*lau«, but »r» in great danger. 

The bridges on the Detroit, Grand 
Haven and Milwaukee road are in im- 
minent ilanger. All day yesterday men 
were engaged to weight them down and 
tons of sandbags were piled on them. 

Trains on the Detroit, Lansing and 
Northern are in coufufion. The trestle 
at Portland gave way la.st night and 
passengers munt bi^ carted around tho 
washout and loaded on another train. 
There is no ice in the river now to speak 
of, but the current carries large trees 
and debris of every description down 
with terrific force, and whStrrw is in 
its wake must go. 

A force of men will be kept at work 
all night tonight, and every etiort is 
being made to keep th(! waters under 
control a few hours longer, when it is 
hoped the greatest danger will have 
been averted. 

If is just reported that the lower J^Iil- 
waukee railroad bridge is in great dan- 
ger. The water is undermining; the 
piers and it is feared the bridge will go 
out. A freight train which attemprad 
to cross was obliged to back off. The 
tcidf ia ooade nmed. 

ALONG THE SUSQUEHANNA.

Philaoblphia, Maroh 18.— Baports 
received from the varioTis sections of 

the eastern part of the state threatened 
by floods show abatement from the 
danger of a freshet in some nlaces and 
in others the condition of tue swollen 
rivers reinuiu dangerous, and in one in- 
atance the waters burst through bankb 
and inundated a town. 

From Port Deposit, Md., comes a 
story of a night of anxiety followed by 
a day of flooded streets and hoa-ies. All 
day Sjiturdiiy the people of the little 
Maryland town watched tho muddy 
waters of tho Sns<iuehaniia as they 
swept by and hourly expected the river 
to overflow its banks and find a channel 
for itself through their streets. An ice 
Korge at Conowingo, a few miles above 
Port Deposit, was holding in check a 
great volume of water. Tho breaking 
of this gorge was dreaded, and when 
night came on hundreds of people 
thronged the banks of the river and 
watched and waited for the torrents. 
At 2 o'clock the ice gave way and the 
flood let loose, sweeping the banka and 
spreading through Port Deposit. 

For a time tlie inhabitants did not 
know whether or not their town would 
be carried away and themselves 
drowned, but when the waters had 
reached the height of eight feet in the 
streets and houses it ceased to rise. 
Since then the flood has remained at 
the same height and outhouses and 
everything, not securely fixed, has been 
swept oflE. The tracks of the Port De- 
posit and Columbia railroad are covered 
for over a mile, and it will be several 
jUys before traflttc can be resumed. 

5^0 services were held in any of the 
churches' ywtOTdaj €B aooownf el the 
flood. 

Portion of the ice gorge at Linden, 
near Willlamsport, Pa., went out last 
nightr, but reports received say that the 
main body of ice ha« not yet broken, al- 
though it has settled and threatens to 
move. Thousands of people crowded 
flie bridges and shores there yesterday 
towatch the ice, which was expected 
to breidi. The water reached a height 
of 14 feet at Williamsport last night 
and all tho ice btfeWMB thva and lin- 
den passed out. 

At Jersey Shore the water reached a 
height of 24 feet, and at Linden it was 
two or three feet lower. All the flats 
were submerged. The immense power 
of the gorge was realized when it is 
said that there is twice as much water 
in the rear a« there is in the front. It 
is not likely that the gorge can hold 
ainch longer. 

At Harrisburg the Susquehanna has 
fallen a foot ana is now at a standstill, 
being 13 feet 9 inches above low water 
aiark. 

Reports from pointa north indicate 
that the volume of water may be in- 
creased during the next 24 hours, but 
there are no apprehensions of a serioos 
flood, and while the danger of inanda- 
tion in south Harrisburg is alwavs 
present during the annual freshets, the 
residenta are not alarmed. A few, how- 
ever, have taken the precaution to re- 
move their household effects to the 
second Hoor ottbffiic.jisr«UiMV. The 



industrial pstar)iisnriunts along the 
river have not been compeUed to sns- 
pend operations. 

There bits been no damage at Farm- 
ersburg and it is believed the flood will 
recede without the usual dsstmotion of 
property. 

At Eafiton. Pa., the Delaware river 
rose Ave feet from noim until 3 o'clock 
yesterday, and since then great quanti- 
ties of ice have pji-^sed down. The river 
readied 21 l-'i l eet there last night and 
is still rising. The Lehigh river is 
backed uji by the water in t)ie Delaware 
and is overflowing yards and wharves. 
So far as can be learned the ice has not 
gorged nt any -joint near Easton, 
though the rise will increase the danger 
from tho gorge at the Trenton. 

In this city the danger of tlie inunda- 
tion of the mills that line the banks of 
tho Schuylkill river at Manaynnk U 
'oecdiiiing greater. Just above Mana- 
ynnk the river is raisp<l by Flat Rock 
dam. This dam has broken in the cen- 
ter and all that holds tho river back 
from sweeping the remainder away is 
an old submerged dam about !■") feet 
back of the brok(?n one. The old dam 
now gives indications of sinking, and 
shonld it be borne away, Flat Hcx-k 
dam will probably go, h'ttiiig a tiood 
down upon JIaiiaymik. which would 
undonbti'dl y cause fi loss of thousands 
of dollars in the flooding of property 
and tlie ccmseqnaiitrtoppaffaofwockin 
the mills. 

FLOODS IN NEBRASKA.

OBimtAL City, Neb., Maroh 18.— Two 

wagon bridges over the Platte river, 
near this city, were partially demolished 
by gorged ice 3'e8terday, leaving dozens 
of farmers from Hamilton county stuck 
here for an indifinite lengtli uf time. 
The Burlington railroad bri<lire over the 
Platte is so strained by pressure of ice 
that it is unsjife to run over and it is 
liable to go out at any time. 

Tho ("hap and Silver crei k briili,'es an^ 
also reported gone out. 

The warm weather t)f tho jiast three 
daj-fi melted all the snow whirli, with 
the rain that has fallen, has iilled all 
creeks and rivers bank fuii. Hut torn 
lands all along the Platte river are par- 
tially inundateil. and unless there is an 
immediate subsidence of the floods 
much damage will be done.

()M.\n .\, :March lU.— The big rains and 
tnaws have created great floods in the 
basins of the Loup and Platte rivers. A 
bridge wuh carried out at Bellwood Fri- 
day night and at Columbus some rail- 
road trestles nave way, washing into 
the river a stranger, whose name is not 
known. Ice gorges were formed and 
about a mile of txack near Columbus is 
under snow aa d ice.

Newspaper Mm. 

Wabhimoton, March 18.— The Post 
says: "The a.ssertion that editors are 
not generally tu be recognized by the 
new administration is true. Mr. Cleve- 
land believes that his predecessor suf- 
fered through the charge of having sub- 
sidized the press, and he does not intend 
to run the same gantlet. The decision 
is also to he made particularly apnlica- 
ble to newspper men who deiire M be 
postmasters m their towns. 

"Mr. Bissell has had the names of 
some country editors presented to him 
in connection with various postofHces, 
but has uniformly given no encourage- 
ment to the olBoeseeker. He lays down 
the principle that in small towns all the 
utterances of the newspaper over 
which the postmaster-editor presides will 
be regarded &s the views of the admin- 
istration, while, on the other hand, all 
praise of Mr. Cleveland's acts will be 
discounted because it emanates from 
the recipient of his favor. Therefore 
Mr. Bissell does not propose to appoint 
any editors to postmaaterships, and the 
president will observe the same rule in 
dispasing of the higher ofiices."

WASHiftOTOK, March 18.— The com 

mittee of the Democratic caucus, which 
has for the last week been dealing with 
the troubleaume problem of devising 
the committees of the senate and a<wign- 
ing chairmanships to the proper mem- 
beis has practically finished its work. 

The committee declines to give out 
any information relative to the results 
of the numerous conferences, but it is 
known that there have been no violent 
fractures of the tradition of the senate, 
by which the ranking minority senator 
becomes chairman. Many changes have, 
however, been made necessary, aa one 
of the members of the conimitfeo said, 
by reason of the entrance into the sen- 
ate of the new Democratic members 
from the northern states. 

A glance at the committee list of the 
last senate shows how difiicult it hius 
been to bring about a result satisfac- 
tory to all. There are 10 htandin;^ coiii- 
mittees of tho senate and out of tliis 
number the minkiiig Democratic mem- 
bers entitled to the chairmanship in 81 
of these! committees come from south- 
ern states and but nine from the 
north. 

In the select committees tho same 
prepoii(ieran(;e from tlie south is seen, 
there i)eing eight from that section and 
but one frofn the north. Tin.' eloction 
of Democratic penators from \\ iscon- 
siii, Xi'w York, North Dakota. Wyom- 
ing and California has compelled the 
committee to make a shifting of niem- 
bershiji, and in a number of c;ifies, of 
chairmanships, so as to give those' nes/ 
members and other men from thu norlb 
their fair share of good places. 

The committee will ludd another 
meeting and go ovi r the ri vised list and 
make such corrections as ni.'iy be neces- 
sary. If any noniinatinns are sent to 
tho senate thoy will be received and laid 
over until the coiiiniittees have boi-n 
fully reorganized, and this will not, the 
caucus committee thinks, be aarlier 
than the middle of the week. 




TOLEDO LABOR TROUBLES.

Toledo, March 18.— The drafting in 
by the Ann Arbor company late Satur- 
day night of 25 special detectives has 
added a new feature to the strike situa- 
tion which is surely becoming more 
serioos. 

These detectives were brought from 
the Detroit agency and were under the 
direction of W. H. Boyd, who was 
prominent in the railroad troubles last 
tall. Mr. Boyd was seen yesterday by 
Mayor Emmick and the chief of police 
and a stormy meeting ensued, in which 
the mayor told the detective leader that 
his men would be arrested on sight if 
they attempted to act. 

The moot important development 
yesterday is to the effect that there is a 
centralization of railroaders in Toledo 
to settle the threatened upheaval before 
the opening of the world's fair. This 
centralization is said to be partly re- 
sponsible for the bringing of the special 
detectives. 

There is no traffic to speak of on the 
Ann Arbor and evarythfilg is qoiefe in 
the local yards. 

Prospects of a Settlement. 

New York, March 13.— J. M. Ashley, 
Jr., vice president of the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor and North Michigan road, on 
whii h road a strike of engineers is in 
progress, was in this city bust ni»j;lit. 
He received two very important tele- 
grams from the scene last night, which 
indicates the strike will be speedily ad- 
justed. 

One of the dispattdies was to the ef- 
fect that the Unite<l States court had 
decided that all railroads in the terri- 
tory of the Ann Arbor road inustaooept 
freight from tho Toledo, Ann Arbor and 
North Michigan, and that an order 
to that eflect would be issued by the 
court at once. 

The other telegram was from ex-Con- 
prre«snian Ashley of Ohio, president of 
the road, which stated that the strikers, 
through Chief Arthur, were willing to 
declare the strike off if the road officials 
will meet the employes us indiTidvals 
and listen to their grievances. 

Vice President Ashley, after relating 
these fact.s to a reporter, said that they 
agreed to these terms an(i would start 
immediately to treat with his emiiloyes. 
He said it could be stated autlioritative- 
ly that the strike would be declared off.

JAMES WIL LIAM HY ATT DEAD.

juiKs w. HTATT. Over a wmk ago 
his eyesight failed, and for several days 
he has been almost totally blind. Mr. 
Hyatt was taken 'suddenly ill late in 
February, hut rallied sufficiently to be 
able to leave the house and subsequent- 
Iv was enabled to visit his club. 

A few days later, however, he again 
took to his bed and failed rapidly. 
When urged by his patient to tell him 
the worst, the attending physician in- 
formed hixa that he had Bright's disease 
and could never recover. Sattirday his 
family was summoned to the bedside 
but the sick man was unable to speak, 
and passed into a state of coma from 
which he did not revive. Death came 
peacefully, the patient falling into a 
deep sleep. At 11 o'clock the end 
came. Funeral Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Hyatt was bom in Norwalk, re- 
ceiving his education in tho common 
schools. From IHflo to 1872 he was in 
the employ of LeGranie, Lockwood & 
Company, prominent New York law- 
yers. In 1873 he returned to Norwalk 
and has since held various local and 
state olhces, among them that of bank 
commissioner. He was al.so president 
of ^e Norwalk Horse Railroad com- 
pany, of ttie Boston Point Imiirovement 
company. In 1887 President Cleveland 
appointcil him United States treasurer, 
to fill out the unezidred term of Conrad 
Jordan, w horedgned.

The 
others will oe given transportation to 
their homes as soon as the railroad 
managers are convineed that all danger 
of a strike is past.

j;i.M),UiM),(i<i() if (dined. 

The vaidta.^'e of the mint is said to be 
unexcelle<l in this country, yet the 
steel-walled treasure holders are filled 
to overflowing, and the bullion is being 
received from the government at the 
rate of 8,HtX),0<)0 ounces a month. Be- 
side this amount there are sealed in the 
separate vaults i|."iO,000,o;)0 in coined 
silver. The seal on the door haa BOt 
been broken for two years. 

All the avail|ible storage sjiace having 
been utilized, it has been found neces- 
sary to have another steel-lined vault 
constructed for tho sole jiurposo of 
storing the bullion. The new vault is 
about 10 feet from floor to ceiling, about 
8 feet wide and 8") feet long. It was 
completed Saturday, and the trovern- 
ment will commence using it on ^Ion- 
day. With the silver pile<l clear up to 
the ceiling, this new storage place will 
contain but 'JO,U(X),000 ounces, and at 
tho present rate it Will be IQlad in lesi 
than six months. 

The constrr.; tion of still anoiiLpr one 
of these immense storage places^for the 
silver is an absolute neccssijy should 
the purchase of silver continue. This 
condition of affairs is far bi'vond all 

Precedent in the history of tin- mint, 
revious to IbltO it was a rare event to 
have stored within the walls of tlu^ 
mint more than a siiigh' nullton ounces 
of bullion. There was. up to that time, 
never a day v.-beii ther" v.ere 8,000,000 
ounces at one time on hand. *

A Talk WMi Oemaitsaioa Carter ea the 

New York, March 18.— Charles L. 

Carter of tii«' Hawaiian aiiiiexation 
commission, v/lio has been in Washing 
ton lately, spent Sunday in New York. 
He said he was not a bit discouraged by 
the withdrawal of the treaty, and was 
confident the negotiations now iu 
progress would result in antie.xation. 

Asked v>rhat he thought of the de- 
posed queen's statenant pBhliehed FU* 
day, he said: 

"So far as it refers to liiniBter Stev- 
ens it is absolutely false. He hius not 
been unfriendly to the Hawaiian gov- 
emment, on the other hand his l onduct 
has been unusually courteous toward 
the queen and her re])r( sentatives." 

"Do you favor thi- ajiji. .iutment of a 
committee to investigate Hawaiian 
affairs ?" 

"I do not think it would be advisable 
to send a conunission to Hawaii now. 
It woul4 only delay our negotiations.'* 

"Are you in favor of mi\ lHatHsh' 

ment of a protectorate?" 

"I do not see how such a policy 
would aid us any in solving the cmes- 
tion. The trouble is all internal. Prt>- 
visional government is now in charge 
of the business, who have taken it in 
hand believing that it was liest for th« 
people on the island.

UNREQUITED LOVE AN D JEALOUSY.

Murder and Sulolde. 

QuiNCY. Mass.. March 13. — Unre<mit- 
ed love and jealousy were the cause of 
a probable murder and suicide at 
Quincy yesterday, the principals in the 
shocking tragedy being Mary Victoria 
Lafave, a comely lass of 18 years, and 
Joseph Massey, aged about 80 years. 
The girl, who is a devout church mem- 
ber, iiad been to mass at St. John's 
church and was returning home unat- 
tended.

Without a word ha 
fell over on a bank of snow and expired 
in about 10 minutea. Meanwhile will-, 
ing hands carried the girl tenderly to 
her home, where doctors maoe an exam- 
ination.
